-A he Little Mermaid was the first fairy tale attempted 
by The Walt Disney Studios since Sleeping Beauty thirty 
years earlier. It was animated by a new generation of artists 
who never knew Walt, but aspired to someday make movies 
that might hold their own alongside the best of his.

How will you visually do justice to the 
magnificent song and music created by Howard Ashman 
and Alan Menken? 

In many ways, this film marked a coming-of-age, not 
just for Ariel, but for a lot of us who worked on it. It was a 
magical time of struggling, learning, growing, and breaking 
through, all evidenced by the wonderful drawings in 
this sketchbook. 
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o r adventure in putting this sketchbook together was very 
much like swimming through the ocean and collecting treasures along 
the way.
